An{w. All Nations have been Curious in enquiring in- 
to their own Antiquities, and particular Perlons, to pre- 
ferve the tokens of their Genealogy ; fome by Hiftortes, 

thers by che Images of their Ance‘tors, asthe Komaus ; 
See by conjoining of Hieroglyphicks and Entigns, 
which are our Arms, which have had the fame fare as 
other things of che World, and from very final and 
plain beginnings, by encre fig of Ailtances, have ac 
Jeng:h compofed Scurcheons, fo varioufly Quaitered and 
Counter-quartered, that it has been requifice to make 
an Art, called Heraldry, and to invent New Words 
with parciculars Offvers, called Kings, and Heralds of 
Arms, to regulate and difplay chem: and fo many Ra- 
ces and Marriages are crowded together in the narrow 
extent of thefe Scutcheons, that great Kolls and long H1- 
ftories can tcarcely explain them at length. The Scut- 
cheon which we firft Blazon, hath fix fields, w/z, two 
Merils, ard feven colours, the Metals are, Or, and Argent ; 
the Colours, 4gure, ( which is Blew ) Gules ( Red ) 
Verd ( Green) and Sable ( Black ) Purpure ( a mixture 
of Azure and Gules, ) Tenne ( which is Orange ) and 
Sanguine. Befides thele Colours there are two Furrs, 
which adorn the Scutcheon, Ermine of Sable upon Ar- 
gent; and var or verry, of Azure upon Argent ; and 
when thefe Colours are altered, the Scutcheon mutt be 
blazoned verry of fuch Colours. Some Scutcheons have 
neither Metals nor Colours, andare called White Shields 
( like thofe of new Knights before they have done any 
memorable Atchievement ; Of which /7rgil ipeaks — 
( Plamaq; ingloriis alba. ) Others have only a tinall Scut- 
cheon in the middle, and this Scutcheon is faid to be in 
the Feffe point. ‘The principal parts of thete Scutcheons 
are vine, anfwering to-the parts of a Mans Pace, which 
may be called every ones natural Schatcheon, wherein- 
to are Co} ected in feveral Quarters al] the Titles of the 
Nobility, and Qualities of the Soul, Thele pares are 
termed. 1. The Dexter Chief, which Aniwers to the 
Right Tempe. 2. The Middle Chief, to the Middle of 
the Forehead. 2. The Sinijter Chief. to the Lett Tem 
ple. 4. The Hensur Point, to the Root of the Nofe 
5. The Feffe Point, to the place of the Nole. 6. The 
Nombril Point, to the Mouth. 7. The Dexter Bafe, to 
the Right Muchato. 8. The Siujter Bale, tothe Lett. 
And 9. The Precife Miadle Bafe, to the Chin. This 
Scutcheon is divided formetinzes into {undry forts of Co- 
lours, cy Metals It it be divided zm Pule, or Perpen- 
dicularly, tis called Party per Pale ; if in Feffe, or A- 
thwart, ‘tis called Party per Feffe; *f Slopingly, ‘tis cal- 
led Party per Bende; Laftly, tis quartered either by Cro/- 
fes, Gyrons, or by a Salture, or elle Counterquartered, 
when one of its Quarters is again quartticd. Next are 
to be confidered the Ordinaries, which are, 1 The 
Chief, which is the higheft pare of the Scutcheon. 
2. The Pale, which divides it from the Chief, to the 
Bafe Perpendicularly. 3. The Feff*, which Cuts it a- 
crofs the Pale. 4. The Bende, which Cuts from the 
Right Angle cto the Bafe, and is a Cotize, if ic be a third 
part lefs than the Bende, and a Butsoon, if ic be two 
thirds lefs than a Cotrze. 5. The Cheveron. 6, The 
Crofs. 7. The Saltire. 8. The Gyrons, which form eight 


Triangles terminating inthe Center. There are othe 
le{s principal parts, as the Flanks, which aivide tr by 


the fides ; the Emancbeures with one or more Points ; 
the Pyle which is a great Ijofoles Triangle reverted ; the 
Perle which isa kind of a Y, taking up tometimes the 


whole Shield; the Grffers, Loganges, Frets, and fuch 
other things as are better repretented by Figures than 
Words. Thele Armories aie iomerimes indented, in 
vecked, and embarrail’d at cheir fides; and ftometimes 
they are either charged 0: bruifed wich fundry Figures; 
the former, when there is but one i) the Middle; 
charged when they ire femé allover. A Border is any 
thing which furrounds the Scutcheon. Some Shi hs ate 
covered with divers things, diapered in forin et Broide- 
ry, Leaves, and Morijque’s, and fretted in Eafhioa of 
Lozanges and other thiags. Tlie Changer are a!moft 
Infinite, there being amongft others thirty Fathions of 
Crofles, ¢c. which wou'd be redwus torecite. And 
therefore we fhall proceed cto give an accourt of che 
Arms of forme of the greateit Princes of the World. 

England bears Gules, three Lecpirds, Or, armed and 
languid Azure. Frarice bears two Elcutcheons the fi: ff 
is Azure, three Flower de Luces, Or, two in Chief. and 
re in Point ; whichis France. The fecond in Gules, 
two Chains, O,, which is Navarre. beland Gules, a 
Harp, Or; Holland, Or, a Lyon Gules. Flanders, Or, a 
Lyon Sables, Langued Gules. Ssxony, Barry, Or and 
Sable of eight pieces, a Demy Crown or Crancelin, 
Vert placed Bend-wile. Savoy, Gules, a Crofs, Ar- 
gent. Arragon bears, Or, four Pales Gules. Denmark, 
Or, Seme of Hearts Gules, three Lyons Leopardez A- 
zure. Langued and armed, Or. Sweden, Azure three 
Crown, Or, two in Chief, and one in Bafe. Bavaria, 
Fufile Argent and Azure, cf twenty one pieces placed 
Bendwile. Edlorence, Argent, a Flower de Luce, expan- 
fed Gules. Parma, Or, {rx Flower de Luces Azure. Po- 
land Gules, an Eagle Argent, Beaked, Membred, and 
Crowned, Or. The Chamot Tartary bea's, Or, an Ow! 
Sables. Bohemia, Argent, a Lyoa Gules. his Tail now « 
ed and palfed in Saleyre. Lombardy, Gules, a Lyon, Or, 
Armed and Langued Sable. Hungiry, Barry, Argeat, 
and Gules, of eight Pieces. ‘Tne Twk beais, Vert, a 
Crefcent, Argent. Prejter Foon bears, Azure, a Cru- 
cifix Argent. We might Name feveral others, byt 
thele are the Arms of the moft contiderable King- 
doms.
